You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall, in 
said Newfields, on Tuesday, the tenth (10th) day of 
March next, at two of the clock in the afternoon until 
nine of the clock in the afternoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will grant a discount of 2% 
on taxes paid in full thirty days after the taxes are 
committed to the collector. 


4. To see if the voters will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate of $15,000 in anticipation of 
the collection of taxes for the current municipal year 
and to issue in the name and on the credit of the Town 
negotiable notes therefore, said notes to be repaid dur- 
ing the current municipal year from taxes collected 
within the current municipal year. 


5. To see what action the Town will take relative 
te the authorization of the sale of real estate held or 
acquired by the Town on account of purchase at tax 
sales. 


6. To see what action the Town will take toward 
the acceptance of reports by Town Officers; as printed 
in the Town Report. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the

Water Commissioners, with the approval of the Select- 
men, to borrow money in anticipation of revenue. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to install oil heating system in the Town Hall, 
and to use the capital reserve funds and interest from 
the dump survey fund, Town Hall painting fund and 
Town Hall heating fund, for partial payment and what 
‘sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate to complete the installation. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to permit the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad to construct, fill and pave a 
road following the course of the present lane acquired 
from Mary M. Carney near the westerly side of the 
railroad right of way leading northerly from Main 
Street and following the lane through land of the 
Town of Newfields to the easterly side of the Water 
Works and continuing to the fence line at land of George 
E. Smith; and after the construction has been com- 
pleted to accept the road and thereafter be responsible 
for its maintenance; and to grant a right of way over 
said road to George E. Smith, his heirs and assigns, 
so that he may have access to Main Street from his 
abutting land without using the private crossing over 
the railroad tracks. 


10. To see what sum of money, but not to be in 
excess of Eight Thousand Four Hundred Dollars 
($8,400.00), the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate to construct a new fire station to house the fire 
fighting vehicles and equipment or to repair and reno- 
vate the present fire station; and whether the Town 
will vote to raise all or any portion of the sum raised 
and appropriated through the issuance of serial notes 
or bonds on the credit of the Town under and in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 33 of the Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated of New Hampshire; and to 
further authorize the Selectmen to determine the in- 
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terest rate to be borne by said bonds or notes; the de- 
nominations and form of said bonds or notes, the time 
and place of payment of principal and interest, the 
terms of sale; and further to authorize the Selectmen 
to sign and affix the seal of the Town to said bonds or 
notes and the Treasurer to countersign the same. 


11. If the proceeding article is adopted, to see if 
the Town will authorize the Selectmen to appoint a 
building committee for the construction and to author- 
ize the Selectmen acting upon the advice of the build- 
ing committee to execute any and all contracts or agree- 
ments necessary, proper and advisable in connection 
with the construction. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of the following proposed zoning ordinance: 


ZONING AND LAND USE ORDINANCE 
for the 
TOWN OF NEWFIELDS, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


An ordinance to promote the health, safety, convenience and 
general welfare of the community by regulating the use of land 
in the Town of Newfields. 


ARTICLE I. 
Preamble 


In pursuance of authority conferred by Chapter 31, Sections 
60-89, New Hampshire Revised Statutes annotated, 1955, and for 
the purpose of promoting the health, safety, morals, and general 
welfare of the community by regulating according to districts 
the use of land and buildings, the size of yards and courts and 
other open spaces, and the density of population in order to 
provide for adequate light and air, safety from fire, panic and 
other dangers, the promotion of wise and efficient use of land, the 
promotion of good civic design and arrangements which include 
the provision for public utilities and other public arrangements, 
the conservation of the value of land and buildings, and the 
preservation of the rural charm now attached to our town, now 
therefore the following ordinance is hereby enacted by the 
voters of the Town of Newfields, New Hampshire, in official 
Town Meeting convened. 
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ARTICLE II. 
Districts 

For the purpose of this ordinance the Town of Newfields is 
divided into districts as shown on the zoning map filed with the 
Town Clerk and dated Feb. 20, 1959, and including the following: 
(1) Residential; (2) Residential-Agricultural; (3) Commercial; 
and (4) Industrial. 

ARTICLE III. 
General Provisions 

A. No junk yard or place for the storage of discarded ma- 
chinery, vehicles, glass, paper, cordage, garbage, refuse, or other 
waste or discarded material shall be maintained in the town within 
200 feet of any public right of way exclusive of the area known 
as the Town Dump. 

B. No owner or occupant of land shall permit fire or other 
ruins to be left, but shall remove same to ground level within 
one year. Owner may rebuild on same foundation within two 
years. 

C. The removal of clay, sod, loam, sand or gravel is permitted 
either for private use or for sale from new areas 500 feet or 
over from public right of way and screened by trees or other 
shrubbery to assure the premises be in a sightly condition. 

D. Any uses that may be obnoxious or injurious by reason of 
the production or emission of odor, dust, smoke, refuse matter, 
fumes, excessive noise vibration, or similar conditions that are 
dangerous to the comfort, peace, enjoyment, health or safety of 
the community or lending to its disturbance or annoyance are 
prohibited. 

E. Property owners of business, profession, or service en- 
terprises shall be allowed advertising signs which advertise ac- 
tivities conducted on the premises; also signs pertaining to lease, 
sale or use of property may be displayed. 

F. Sanitary Protection. 

1. No septic tank or sewage disposal area shall be con- 
structed or maintained less than 75 feet from the edge of a 
public water body; from a well; or from a dwelling other than 
that to which it is appurtenant. 

2. No waste waters or sewage shall be permitted to run free 
into a public water body or be discharged in any way that may 
be offensive or detrimental to the health of others. All such 
waste shall be conveyed away underground through use of an 
accepted sanitary system or in such a way that it will not be 
offensive or detrimental to health. 

3. All dwelling and sanitary systems should be constructed 
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and maintained in accordance with standards set and enforced 
by the N. H. State Department of Health and by the N. H. Water 
Pollution Commission. 

G. A street, before it is taken over by the town, must meet 
the following specifications: Must be 40 feet wide, loam removed, 
and graveled to within 4 inches of finish grade. The finish grade 
to be determined by the highway agent and selectmen. Dead 
end streets must have a turn around circle with a 50-foot radius. 

H. All gasoline storage shall comply with the N. H. State 
Law regarding such storage. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Residential District 

The residential district shall include all land from Parting 
Brooke to the overhead Railroad Bridge on Main Street; Epping 
Road from Main Street through and including the residence of 
Carl Smith to a depth of 300 feet each side; and the west side of 
Pleasant Street to the Main Street. 

A building may be erected, altered or used, and a lot may be 
used or occupied only for the following purposes, and in accord- 
ance with the following provisions: 

A. Land Requirements. 

1. Frontage. Every building lot shall have a minimum 
frontage of 150 feet. 

2. Front yard. There shall be between the nearest right of 
way and the extreme front of any building a minimum depth of 
25 feet from established right-of-way. 

3. Side and back yard. No building shall be located nearer 
than 10 feet of the property lines of any abutter. 

4, Minimum land area. No lot shall be less than 20,000 
square feet. 

B. No building or premises shall be erected, altered or used 
except for one or more of the following uses: 

1. Single-family detached dwelling. 

2. Dwellings consisting of two single-family units to be used 
by not more than two families per dwelling. 

3. Church. 

4, Customary home occupation such as millinery, hairdressing, 
manicuring, laundering, preserving and home cooking or the office 
of a doctor, dentist, musician, teacher, architect, artist, or mem- 
ber of some recognized profession, provided that such occupation 
shall be carried on by a person only within the dwelling used by 
him or her as his or her private residence, and provided that no 
more than one other person is employed, and provided that such 
occupation shall not occupy more than one-third of the area of 
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such residence, and provided that such occupation shall not be 
carried ‘on in an accessory building, and provided there is no dis- 
play from the street nor advertising except a professional or 
announcement sign not exceeding four square feet in area. 

5. Educational use. 

6. Home gardening including the sale of products; the keep- 
ing of one family cow and poultry for home use. 

7. Governmental use. 

8. Businesses, stores and apartment houses already in exist- 
ence and their successors shall be allowed to continue. 

9. Accessory use customarily incident to any of the above uses. 


ARTICLE V. 
Residential-Agricultural District 


The residential-agricultural district shall include all lands 
not heretofore or hereafter specifically mentioned. 

A building may be erected, altered or used, and a lot may be 
used or occupied only for the following purposes, and in accord- 
ance with the following provisions: 


1. Any use permitted in the residential district under the 
same provisions as apply to residents in that district. 

2. General farming, commercial raising, buying, selling and 
exposing for sale of home produce and products. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Commercial District 


The commercial district shall include land on Route 108 from 
the Stratham line to the Newmarket line to a depth of 300 feet 
in an easterly direction and to the industrial district in a west- 
erly direction. 

A building may be erected, altered or used, and a lot may be 
used or occupied only for the following purposes, and in accord- 
ance with the following provisions: 

1. Any use permitted in the residential district and the resi- 
dential-agricultural district under the same provisions as apply 
to residences in that district. 

2. Lodging houses, apartment houses, hotels, motels, tourist 
courts or cabins, including such retail businesses within these 
permitted buildings as are conducted for the convenience of the 
residents or guests. 

3. Shops, restaurants and other retail businesses. 

4. Garages, parking lots and filling stations. 

5. Outdoor theaters. 

6. Business offices and banks. 
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7. Theaters, halls, clubs. 

8. Warehouses. 

9. Light industry. 

ARTICLE VII. 
Industrial District 

The industrial district shall include land on the Concord trazk 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad from Hall Mill Road to Rock- 
ingham Junction to a depth of 300 feet; and on the westerly side 
of the western division of the Boston & Maine Railroad from 
Swamscott Street to the Exeter line to a depth of 300 feet on the 
westerly side and to the river on the easterly side. 

The industrial district shall meet the following requirements: 

1. Uses permitted in the residential, residential-agricultural 
and commercial districts shall be permitted in the industrial 
district. 

2. An industry shall be located at least 25 feet from the edge 
of any public right-of-way, and not less than 20 feet from each 
side and rear boundary. 

3. An industry must provide adequate parking facilities for 
(a) freight and delivery trucks, and (b) employee parking. 

4. Any uses that may be obnoxious or injurious by reason of 
the production or emission of excessive odor, dust, smoke, refuse 
matter, fumes, noise vibration, or similar conditions, or that are 
dangerous to the comfort, peace, enjoyment, health or safety of 
the community or lending to its disturbance or annoyance are 
prohibited. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
Trailers, Mobile Homes, Trailer Parks and Mobile Home Parks 

A. Trailers and Mobile Homes. | 

A single trailer or a single mobile home may be located any- 
where in the residential-agricultural district provided it meets all 
frontage, front yard, side and back yard, minimum land area, and 
sanitary protection requirements specified in this ordinance for 
buildings and lots located in the residential-agricultural district 
and including adequate water supply on premises. 

B. Trailer parks and mobile home parks are prohibited in 
Newfields. 

ARTICLE IX. 
Non-confoming Property 

Non-conforming building, use of buildings and use of land: 

1. All non-conforming properties in active use when this 
ordinance is passed and adopted may continue indefinitely in their 
present use. 

2. Any and all non-conforming property which is partially or 
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wholly destroyed by reason of obsolescence, fire, explosion or 
act of God, may be restored and operated if same is done within 
two years. 

3. Any and all non-conforming property may be altered and 
expanded as the business conditions warrant providing such 
alterations and expansions do not change the nature of the non- 
conforming business and do not prove offensive to the public 
because of noise, noxious odor or any other similar reasons. 


ARTICLE X. 
Enforcement 

1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen and the 
Board is hereby given power and authority to enforce the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. 

2. The Building Inspector shall issue any and all building 
permits requested when such permit is in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance. | 

3. After passage of this ordinance, it shall be unlawful to 
erect any structure or building, or alter any building or relocate 
any building, except accessory building, without first obtaining a 
building permit from the Building Inspector. 

4. No permit shall be required for remodeling where the pur- 
pose for which the building is to be used is not changed, and the 
volume is not increased more than 25 per cent. 

5. Upon any well-founded information that this Ordinance is 
being violated, the Board of Selectmen shall take immediate steps 
to enforce the provisions of this ordinance by seeking an injunc- 
tion in the Superior Court or by any other legal action. 


ARTICLE XI. 
Every person, persons, firm or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be fined not more than 
ten dollars upon conviction for each day such violation may exist. 


ARTICLE XII. 
Board of Adjustment 

1. The Selectmen shall appoint a Board of Adjustment as 
provided in Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 31, Section 
66-78, inclusive. 

2. The Board of Adjustment shall have the following powers: 

(1) To hear and decide appeals either by the applicant or 
other property owners in the vicinity where it is alleged there 
is error in any order, requirement, decision, or determination made 
by an administrative official in the enforcement of this Ordinance. 

(2) To hear and decide special exceptions to the terms of this 
Ordinance. 
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(3) To authorize, upon appeal, in specific causes, such variance 
from the terms of this Ordinance as will not be contrary to the 
public interest, where, owing to special conditions, a literal en- 
forcement of the provisions of this Ordinance will result in un- 
necessary hardships, and so that the spirit of this Ordinance 
shall be observed and substantial justice done. 

(4) The Board of Adjustment shall make rules as to the man- 
ner of filing appeals or applications for special exceptions or for 
variance from the terms of this Ordinance. A payment of the 
estimated cost of giving notice is herein required by the appellant. 

(5) Upon filing an appeal or an application for special ex- 
ception from the terms of this Ordinance with the Board of Ad- 
justment, the Board shall fix a reasonable time for the hearing 
of the appeal or the application for special exception, give public 
notice thereof, as well as due notice to the parties in interest and 
decide the same within a reasonable time. 

(6) The said notices shall state the location of the building 
or lot, and the general nature of the question involved. 

(7) In exercising the above-mentioned powers the Board may, 
in conformity with the provisions hereof, reverse or affirm wholly 
or partly, or may modify the order, requirement, decision or 
determination appealed from and may make such orders, the 
officer from whom the appeal is taken. 

(8) The concurring vote of three members of the Board shall 
be necessary to reverse any action of administrative officials or to 
decide in favor of the applicant on any matter upon which it is 
required to pass under any such Ordinance, or to effect any 
variation in any such Ordinance. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
Saving Clause 


The invalidity of any provision of this ordinance shall not 
effect validity of any other provisions. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
Amendments 


The regulations and restrictions, as provided in this Ordinance 
may from time to time be amended, supplemented, changed, mod- 
ified, or repealed by a‘resolution adopted at a regular or special 
meeting of the Town, setting forth the proposed amendment. A 
pubic hearing shall be held thereon, after notice as required by 
law, and prior to the Town Meeting at which the amendment is 
to be proposed. Such amendment shall not become effective ex- 
cept by the favorable vote of the majority of the voting members 
attending and voting at a regular or special meeting of the Town. 
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ARTICLE XV. 
When Effective 
This Ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 


ARTICLE XVI 

For the purpose of this Ordinance, certain terms are defined 
as provided in this section. 

A. Home produce and products means and includes everything 
of an agricultural nature grown, produced, conditioned or other- 
wise carried on on the property of the resident, also such articles 
as are manufactured or altered by members of the household of 
the bona fide resident of any property. 

B. Right of Way means and includes all town, state and fed- 
eral highways and the land on either side of same as covered by 
statutes to determine the widths of the rights of way. 

C. Accessory Buildings means a building subordinate to the 
main building on a lot used for purposes customarily incidental 
to those of the main building. 

D. Trailer Park or Mobile Home Park means a land area oc- 
cupied or designed for occupancy by two or more trailers in use 
for living purposes. 

E. Front Yard. A space extending for a full width of a lot 
between the extreme front line of a building and the nearest side 
of the right of way. 

F. Frontage means the length of the lot bordering on the 
public right of way. 

G. Junk means any old metals, old bottles, cotton or woolen mill 
waste, unfinished cloth, unfinished cotton, or woolen mill yarns, 
old paper products, old rubber products, two or more unregistered 
motor vehicles which are unfit for use on highways, used parts, 
and materials or motor vehicles, and other second hand articles, 
the accumulation of which is detrimental or injurious to the 
neighborhood. 

H. Non-conforming Building or Structure. A non-conform- 
ing building or structure is a building or structure the use of 
which, in whole or in part, does not conform to the use of regula- 
tions of the district in which the building or structure is located. 

I. Non-conforming Use. A non-conforming use is a use in 
any building or structure which does not conform to the use regu- 
lations of the district in which such use exists. 

J. Mobilehome. Any structure used or intended to be used 
as a dwelling which is designated for movement on the public 
highway either by towing or by its own motive power, and which 
contains any of the following: running water, sanitary facilities, 
bath facilities and toilet. 
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13. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of the following proposed building ordinance: 


BUILDING ORDINANCE 
for the 

TOWN OF NEWFIELDS, NEW HAMPSHIRE 

To promote the health, safety, convenience, and general wel- 
fare of the community by regulating the construction of build- 
ings thereon in the Town of Newfields, the following ordinance 
is hereby enacted by the voters of the Town of Newfields, New 
Hampshire, in annual Town Meeting convened: 

ARTICLE I. 
Restrictions 

All buildings shall be subject to the following regulations, 
restrictions and conditions: 

Section I. No buildings or structure shall be erected, and no 
structure shall be altered, maintenance excluded, without a build- 
ing permit from the Building Inspector, to whom adequate plans 
and specifications of the proposed building or alterations shall 
be submitted. All applications for building permits shall be 
accompanied by a drawing of plot, in duplicate, showing the 
plot plan, the location of the building on the lot, and such other 
information as may be necessary to provide for the enforcement 
of these regulations. A careful record of the original copy of 
such application and plot shall be kept by the Inspector of Build- 
ings, and the duplicate copy shall be kept at the building at all 
times during construction. The fees for permits shall be $2.00 
per $1,000.00 on the actual cost of construction, with a minimum 
fee of $2.00 — fee to be payable with application for permit. 

Section 2. The Town Building Inspector shall base his approval 
or rejection on the provisions of this ordinance. The require- 
ments are as follows: 

a. Foundations shall be constructed of solid concrete, brick, 
cement block, or stone. Industrial structures and accessory build- 
ings may be set on brick, stone, or concrete piers. 

b. Chimneys shall be constructed of stone, cement, cinder 
block or bricks to the ground, with fireproof flue lining through- 
out; all entrances shall be of fire proof construction. 

c. Buildings must be framed according to good building prac- 
tices and outside walls shall be constructed of wood, or fire- 
resistant shingles, siding, clapboards, or masonry, and all dwell- 
ings of material customarily painted shall be painted. 

d. Roofs shall be constructed of wood, fire-resistant shingles, 
metal, or fire-resisting composition. ; 
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e. Every dwelling shall have a minimum ground floor area of 
625 square feet, exclusive of porch or breeze-way. 

f. Sewerage. 

(1) All dwellings and buildings in public and private use shall 
be equipped with flush toilet, septic tank, and adequate disposal 
facilities. 

(2) The owner shall furnish a statement from the local area 
or state board of health that the lot is capable of adequate sewage 
disposal. 

g. All electrical installations shall be in accordance with the 
requirements of the latest edition of the National Electric code, 
the same being the standard of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers for electrical wiring and apparatus. 

h. Public buildings, new or old, may be inspected by the Fire 
Chief, or by an officer of the fire department designated by the 
Chief, if in the opinion of said Chief a fire hazard exists in said 
building. 

ARTICLE II. 
Exceptions 

The restrictions contained in Article I, Section 2 (a) to (h) 
inclusive shall not apply in the case of the small dairy rooms, 
reot cellars, poultry houses, farm and storage sheds, and other 
similar small structures to be so located on the the owner’s 
property as not to menace the property of another. However, 
such building shall not become the permanent dwelling of any 
family unit. 

ARTICLE III. 
Town Building Inspector 

Section 1. For the purpose of this ordinance the Board of 
Selectmen shall annually appoint a Town Building Inspector who 
shall perform the duties pertaining to his office as designated in 
the provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 2. The Building Inspector shall make known his de- 
cision within ten days from the date he recieves the application 
and he shall make inspections of all buildings in a process of 
construction and report in writing any or all violations to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Section 3. The Town Building Inspector shall retain each ap- 
plication fee which shall constitute full compensation for his 
services. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Administration 
Section 1. Applications and Permits. 
a. It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen to enforce 
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the provisions of this Ordinance, and the Board is hereby given 
that power and authority. 

b. The Board of Selectmen shall require that the application 
for a building permit include a plot plan and contain all neces- 
sary information to enable the Building Inspector to ascertain 
whether the proposed building or structure and its intended use 
ccmply with the provisions of this Ordinance. 

c. No building permit shall be issued until the Building In- 
spector has certified that the proposed building and its intended 
use comply with the provisions of this Ordinance. 

d. It shall be unlawful for any person to commence work for 
erection of any building or structure until a permit has been duly 
granted by the Building Inspector and posted on premises for 
such erection or alteration if in excess of 25 per cent of volume. 


ARTICLE V. 
Amendments 

The regulations and restrictions, as provided in this Ordinance, 
may from time to time be amended, supplemented, changed, mod- 
ified, or repealed by a resolution adopted at a regular or special 
meeting of the Town, setting forth the proposed amendment. A 
public hearing shall be held thereon, after notice as required by 
law, and prior to the Town Meeting at which the amendment is 
to be proposed. Such amendment shall not become effective ex- 
cept by the favorable vote of the majority of the voting mem- 
bers attending and voting at a regular or special meeting of 
the Town. 

ARTICLE VI. 
General Provisions 

Section 1. Plot plans, approved by the planning board, shall 
be filed with the Building Inspector before work is commenced 
upon any development. Building lots must have a frontage of 
not less than 150 feet, and a minimum land area of 20,000 square 
feet excepting lots now in existence with less than the minimum 
may build with the approval of the planning board. 

Section 2. Validity. Should any section or provision of this 
Ordinance be declared by a court of competent jurisdiction to be 
invalid, such decision shall not affect the validity of the Ordinance 
as a whole or of any part thereof. 

Section 3. Interpretation. In interpreting and applying the 
provisions of this Ordinance, they shall be held to be the minimum 
requirements for the promotion of the health, safety, morals, and 
general welfare of the Town of Newfields and its citizens. 

Section 4. Penalties and Remedy for Violations. Whoever 
violates any provisions of this Ordinance shall be punished by 
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a fine not exceeding ten dollars ($10.00) a day for each day of 
violation. 

Section 5. This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage. 


14. To transact any other business that may legally 
~come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


The school year 1958-1959 opened with the follow- 
ing teaching staff: 

Mrs. Ruth Goffe, Principal and teacher of Grades 
1 and 2. 

Mrs. Gladys Chick, Grades 6 and 7. 

Mrs. Shirley Leonard, Grades 4 and 5. 

Mrs. Betty Phinney, Grades 3 and 4. 

Mrs. Eleanor Henry, Music Teacher. 

Miss Mary Shea, School Nurse. 

Miss Gemma Jean, Assistant Nurse. 

Mrs. Regina Matthews, Art Teacher. 

Mrs. Betty Phinney of Newfields was elected as 
teacher of Grades 3 and 4 to replace Mrs. Helen Swet- 
land. 

Miss Gemma Jean of Epping was elected as the 
assistant nurse to work with Miss Shea in Supervisory 
Union #16. 

Mrs. Regina Matthews of Kensington was chosen 
to teach Art. This step was taken because of the desire 
of the School Board to enrich the program as much as 
possible, especially in view of the fact that the seventh 
grade students are no longer allowed to go to Exeter 
to school. 

The staff is experienced and competent and is work- 
ing diligently for the best interests of the boys and 
girls of Newfields. 

The Exeter School Board has again voted to admit 
the eighth grade students from Newfields to the Junior 
High School in Exeter for next year. 

In 1958, the Exeter School District had two oppor- 
tunities to vote for an addition to the new high school 
but the necessary two-thirds vote was not forthcom- 
ing. This year the addition will again be voted upon 
and it is hoped that the necessary vote will be obtained 
so that Exeter can continue to furnish school facilities 
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for the junior and senior high school students for the 
six towns in the Exeter area. If voted, the addition 
would be ready by September, 1960. 

If it is not voted and Newfields has to house its own 
eighth graders, serious thought will have to be given 
to another addition to the elementary school building. 


Last spring, East Kingston, Exeter, Kensington, 
and Newfields voted in favor of a Helping Teacher or 
assistant to the superintendent for the school year 
1959-1960. Greenland and Stratham will vote again on 
the item this year. If either district votes in favor, a 
Helping Teacher will be provided for the Union. The 
law states that it is necessary to have districts repre- 
senting 85% of the students in the Union vote favor- 
ably on this to put it into effect. The vote of the four 
districts which have already approved represents 82% 
of the pupils. For this reason, the district’s share of 
the cost of the Helping Teacher is included in the 
budget. 


The need for a class for Retarded Children has be- 
come increasingly acute. Last year the Rockingham 
Association for Retarded Children requested the Exe- 
ter School Board to provide such a class. In the fall 
of 1958 the Exeter Board voted to establish a class 
for Retarded Children at the elementary level for 1959- 
1960, preferably on a Supervisory Union basis in order 
to give the smaller districts a chance to participate. It 
adopted the following eligibility rules for the pupils in 
the class: 

1. At least two years of retardation as evidenced 
by results on achievement tests and teacher evaluation. 

2. An Intelligence Quotient of between 75-50 as 
evidenced by individual mental ability tests. 

3. A grade range from Grades 2-6. 

4. Must be capable of benefitting educationally by 
this kind of instruction. 

5. Parental approval will be required. 
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Each school district is being given an opportunity 
to vote on this question through a special article in the 
warrant. The size of such a class would be limited 
to fifteen pupils and on a Supervisory Union basis, 
each of the smaller districts would have at least one 
pupil and Exeter would have from eight to ten pupils. 
The estimated cost of the class is $7,000 for the first 
year. The Directors of the Nelson Fund of Christ 
Church, Exeter, have voted $2,000 as a community 
service to help defray the expenses of the program 
which leaves a total of $5,000 to be pro-rated by the 
Supervisory Union. 

We are again grateful to the P.-T.A. for its con- 
tinued support of the educational needs of the school. 

I call your attention to the reports of the school 
nurse, the music teacher, the art teacher, and to the 
tables which follow. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the citizens, 
to the members of the School Board and to the teach- 
ers for their excellent support and cooperation.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


School health services comprise those procedures 
designed to determine the health status of the child, to 
enlist the child’s interest in protecting and safeguard- 
ing his health, to help the parents understand their 
children’s health needs, and to take the necessary steps 
to provide suitable treatment for disease and the cor- 
rection of physical defects. 


The school nurse can, within the scope of her abili- 
ty, make a general survey of a child’s health needs. We 
have, in the past, done our best to discover such prysi- 
cal defects as loss of hearing and vision, poor teeth and 
bad tonsils. But these consist of just parts of a child. 
School health should deal with the whole child and the 
best way to do this is through a thorough physical ex- 
amination by a school doctor with the parent present if 
possible. The cost is very reasonable and the returns 
great. “Gold that buys health can never be ill spent.” 

The Newfields School Board and the Parent-Teach- 
er Association have our sincere thanks for providing 
the services of a school physician and for a dental clin- 
ic for those in need. Now, if we could only help the 
child with emotional problems we would be doing much. 
““A sound mind in a sound body is a short but full de- 
scription of a happy state in this world. He that has 
these two has little more to wish for; and he that wants 
either of them will be little the better for anything 
else.” In these days of Sputniks and Spacemen, we 
must give more thought to the health of our children 
for not only is health the basis of the individual’s well- 
being but, as Disraeli remarked, it is the foundation of 
the people’s power as a state. 

Since the advent of the second school nurse in Sep- 
tember, 1958, more follow up work on the correction of 
defects can be done, more home visits can and have 
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been made, more conferences with parents have taken 
place. 

Health appraisal forms have gone out to each 
child’s parents. We need this to better understand the 
child with a health problem, to make adjustments in his 
program if necessary, and to obtain remedial or cor- 
rective services where possible. 

Last spring there was a mass clinic for all the 
younger children in school to bring them up to date on 
their ‘‘preventive shots.” Patch tests were done on 
children in the even grades. We hope to repeat this 
during the coming spring. Parents should take ad- 
vantage of this service. 

The School Board, teachers, and community as a 
whole have been very helpful to the nurses in carrying 
out their duties and we are very grateful for this help.

The music program in the school is set up with the 
purpose of giving to the pupils experiences with as 
many types of good music as possible. Thus, it is hoped

that they may benefit from it throughout their lives. 

The modern music books for the schools contain 
much more interesting material than did those of the 
past, for all music educators realize that obtaining and 
holding a pupil’s interest is the first objective of the 
music teacher. 

Record players are available in all of the schitie 
and if good records are played frequently, much can 
be done with music appreciation. 

Ear-training, rhythmic activities, rhythm band, 
work with tonettes, singing games, action songs, folk 
and square dances, learning the fundamentals of music, 
note reading and singing in unison and parts are all in- 
cluded in the music program. 

New song books were purchased in the fall for the 
pupils of both Mrs. Phinney and Mrs. Leonard. 

The students in Mrs. Swetland’s room presented a 
short musical program at the Memorial Day exercises 
at the Town Hall.
